Discussion Councilis still working on 2020 goals because of delays due to other city issues as well as
dealing with the pandemic. We want to get a short summary of our 2020 goals to them
quickly for their approval. Due to the shutdown of meetings, we discussed other options for
the education series. We originally were thinking of the fall for the series, but now might be a
good time to explore videos that could be sent out as well as live on the city website. Andra
was thinking about doing a video on chemical free gardening so she agreedto try it and get
back to us. Chris said that the city has received a grant to upgrade lighting in city hall and
the building maintenance person for Parks and Rec, Jeremiah Kirk, has asked if the SAB
could help with this. The lights must be purchased in 2020. Kim B is on the planning team for
the Old Willamette area reconstruction and there are new planting beds that need to be
planted. Kim suggested native plants should be considered. The restaurants do not want
plants that attract bees.
